Holman Hunt. - ments of Holman Hunt. Buta word ought to be said 
| of the great career which, to the end, was marked by 


the most strenuous friendship for our people. Holman Hunt, with 
his patriarchal mien, had something in his appearance akin to 


the Jewish face. But it was in his mind that he showed his real 
kinship to the Orient. To the East he turned for his greatest themes. 
There he was thrown into contact with the Jewish people. But 
the obseurantism which first thwarted his artistic designs did not interfere 
with his philo-Judaism, and the great artist remained until his death an 
ardent champion of our race. In particular, his mind caught the inspira- 
tion and the glamour of the Herzlian parable. He espoused the Zionist cause 
with passionate fervour. He addressed several letters to this journal on the 
question. He spoke at Zionist meetings, he pleaded the Nationalist cause 
at the festive hoard of the Maceabreans, warning our community against 


delay. The Gentile showed more zeal for the Jew than did the Jew him- 
self. His prophetie earnestness, like the eloquence of Herzl himself, was — 


lost in the obduracy of his hearers. Thus Zionism passed from the era 
when Turkey was weak to the era when Turkey’ has renewed its political 
youth and is held in the grip ofa centralising ambition. Though he failed | 
in his Zionist appeals, however, Holman Hunt never ceased to loveand bea 
friend of our people. In particular his voice wag raised for the “ forlorn and. 
baited exiles’ when this eountry placed an Aliens Act on its Statute Book ; 
and it rang out sternly and vehemently against the eruelties of the 
Russian Government. We should be ingrates indeed did we not recognise 
at this moment the services of Holman Hunt for our people. The tragedy 
of Jewry does not always raise an echo of sympathy among those who 
contemplate it. It requires, perhaps, a man of insight and large human 
sympathies to realise it in all its intensity. Such a man was Holman 
Hunt; and his name will remain with our people a hallowed and a. 
treasured memory.

But it is obvious 
that the wishes of the congregants that a very large portion. of 
the service shall be in the vernacular will be the burden of the 
Committee's recommendations. This opens up very large questions upon 
which it is unnecessary now to dwell. The introduction of the vernacular 
into the service is demanded beeause of the ignorance. of Hebrew which 
is so prevalent amongst our people. The obvious answer to that on 
the part of the orthodox is: then teach your children) Hebrew, 
But the Reforming or Liberal Jew prefers to take things 
as they are, and feeling that the  adjuration will be disre- 
carded sees the futility of holding services entirely in oa 
language which alas! to many of their brethren is a strange tongue. 
What occurs to us to be the important matters which a body like the 
West London Synagogue has to consider is first of all their responsibility 


to Jewry and Judaism generally. How far will they be helping 
Judaism in coneeding to the negleet of our sacred language by 
the recital of a large portion of the liturgy in English ? And 


next, will they be able logically to withstand the demand for further 
inroads upon the Hebrew? If it is conceded that in order to meet the 
neclect of the bulk of their congregants half. the prayers have to be said 
in English, what answer can logically be made when the demand is put 
forth that some congregants shall not be burdened with the other half ina 
language they do not understand ? As wehavesaid, we prefer not to express 
any opinion unon the proposed changes until we have them before us in the 
report. But froth the forecast which we are enabled to publish and which, 
we believe, will be found to be substantially accurate, it is obvious that 
the Berkeley Street Synagogue is now called upon to make a decision 
of the utmost gravity which demands long, serious and, above all, deep 
spiritual consideration. 


A more depressing picture than that which Chief Rabbi 
Decadent Nahoum draws of the state of affairs in Palestine, in the 
Palestine. interview which we print with bim this week, we have 

rarely read. The situation, as the Chief Rabbi of Turkey, 
depicts it, is one of utter decay and demoralisation, aggravated by strife 
and deepened by charity. It is the story of a great pauper community 
unnerved and unmanned by a diseased and debased form of a noble 
religion, and the whole tale as the Chief Rabbi unfolds it—the tale of a ° 
Jewish community in the ancestral home of the nation—is one 
that must make our people other countries blush with 
shame. In Jerusalem the “black plague” of the Chaluka enfeebles 
the morale of the community—a_ plague directly maintained and 
propagated by Jewish communities abroad. “ The moral and intellectual 
misery at Tiberias,” says the Chief Rabbi, “is impossible to describe. 
With the exception of the headmaster and teacher of the Alliance school, 
I met no layman. Everywhere rabbis and none but rabbis, all living 
exclusively on public charity.” “The community at Damascus is a dis- 
grace to Judaism in Syria. I cannot tell you how intense is the demoralisa- 
tion of the Jews in this city.” The Chief Rabbi tells us that the trouble 
everywhere is the complete lack of educated rabbis. Bat why does the 
deficiency exist? We were under the impression that a Seminary was 
maintained in Constantinople for the rearing of proper spiritual leaders. 
How is it that this Seminary has failed to do its work? Has the Chief 
Rabbi, who gives us these painful details of degradation, done all he 
shoutd have done to bring the Seminary up to the standard of 
efficiency which is so vital to his community? We bring no 


charge against Chief Rabbi Nahoum in this connection. In the welter of 
Turkfsh intrigue and recrimination which goes by the name of 


Tureo-Jewish life it is impossible to say who is and who is 
not responsible. Wecan only hope that the Chief Rabbi will direct his 
efforts to the improvement of the Seminary. It is clear that what 
Palestine needs now, and needs imperatively, is men—men of iron will as 
well as lofty character and good education. Nothing else will avail to lift 
the Holy Land out of its present slough of despond-and misery.

It is a bitter reflection—and an extraordinary 
Succouring the commentary on our methods of government— 
Innocents. that every year the impure milk scourge should 
be allowed to perpetrate a veritable massacre 
of the innocents. Civilised Europe is so absorbed in la haute politique that 
it has no ears for the beating of the wings of the Angel of Death at 
its doors. The question of a pure milk supply has, it is true, 
occasionally engaged public attention. It has been discussed at meetings 
of the London County Council. It has figured in Parliamentary debates. 
But thanks in large measure to the exigencies of party warfare, it has 
never crystallised into legislative form. Inter arma silent leges! Abroad, 
a warm-hearted coreligionist (Mr. Nathan Straus), has taken up the task 
which the governing authorities have neglected, and the interview with 
him which we published last week made an eloquent tribute to the effective- 
‘ness of his work. Some doubts have been thrown on the nutritive value 
of the pasteurised milk which Mr. Straus places within the reach of the 
poor, though Mr. Straus himself would not admit their foree. But there can 
be no question of its freedom from the taint of disease, and of the saving of 
infant life which it has consequently brought about. Mr. Straus offers to 
place a milk installation at the disposal of the Jewish Board of Guardians, 
and we think that the offer is one which is worthy of careful and Sym)})a- 
thetic consideration. The view may be put forward that more rigorous 
measures on the part of the State will ensure in time a pure milk supply. 
But even if we dismiss the opinion of Mr. Straus that at the present time 
it is practically impossible to ensure pure milk, it would be unwise to wait 
until the politicians at Westminster have settled their disputes. There 
is not the least reason why an experiment should not be tried with one of 
Mr. Straus’s installations. If it were successful there would be not only 
a material saving of infant life in the East End, but a considerable relief 
to the often straitened finances of the Board of Guardians, for less sickness 
would mean less call for the help of the Board. The admirable crusade 
against consumption in which the Board is engaged would also lose much 
of its scope and urgency. The administrators of the Board are so wise 
ind progressive that they will not fail, we are sure, to consider Mr. Straus's 
system with a perfectly open mind, 


We notice with interest that steps are being taken to 
establish a trade board for the tailoring trade. The 
members of our community particularly affected by 
such « board—and they are not a few—have shown an 
excellent spirit in the matter. - We have, from time to time, reported the 
holding of meetings at which the provisions of the Trade Boards Act 
have been explained to the Jewish tailors. These employes have 
expressed a desire that the Board of Trade should be assisted in the 
idiministration of the Act. What is even more interesting is that the 
Jewish Mas er Tailors’ Federation waited some time ago on the Board of 
Tradeand assured it of the Federation’s support in promoting the success- 
Yul working of the Act. The sympathetic interest thus evinced is a 
valuable testimony tothe high civie spirit of the community. It also proves 
that our community has no attachment to the hateful sweating system—a 
system which has, of course, grown up in numerous industries and in areas 
far removed from the East End of London. In matters affecting the 
tailoring trade, however, a number of points of ditliculty may easily 
arise, and it was for this reason that we suggested, some time ago, that 
the Board of Deputies should endeavour to obtain permission to nominate 
several Jews for the posts of appointed members of the board. The Board 
has,as a matter of fact, approached the Government department concerned, 
with a view to Jews being adequately represented on the Trade Boards. 
The Board of Trade replied that the prominence of our coreligionists in 
the tailoring trade would be borne in mind in connection with the estab- 
lishment of the Trade Board and District Trade Committees in the trade. 
It is to be hoped that the matter is not being lost sight of by the Board of 
Deputies. That Jewish masters and men will receive posts on the Trade 
Board goes, we suppose, without saying. But it would probably be also 
useful if Jews could likewise be found among those members who are 
attached to the camp neither of the employers nor of the employed. 


The Tailoring 
Trade. 


— 


The report of the Whitechapel Guardians is an 
interesting and useful document. It shows, in the 
first instance, that the amount of poor law relief 
| granted to Russian aliens in the Whitechapel Union 
is a steadily decreasing quantity. The number of Russians relieved, 
which in the year 1907 was 1,377, fell in the following year to 1,207, and 


in the next year to1,118. These figures, it must be understood, include 
‘alien children and even the English-born children of aliens. The latter 
‘—last year—numbered in the case of the Russians as many as 429. As they 
were not, strictly speaking, aliens, they should be deducted from the total 
number relieved, bringing that figure down, last year, to 719. If welookat. 
the figure of adults relieved last year (667), we find that no 
fewer than 426 of these received medical outdoor relief only. In many 
such cases the cost of relief is exceedingly trivial, and the figures as to 
the number relieved are therefore calculated to give an aspect of 
unjustified seriousness to the whole question. It seems to us a great 
pity that a Jewish Hospital is not in existence in London at this moment. 
If such an institution were forthcoming it is at least possible that many 
of our coreligionists who now resort to the poor law for medical relief 
would find their needs satisfied by the communal hospital, and the outery 
against the aliens would lose such remnant of value as it may still retain. 
If only for this reason, the question of establishing a Jewish Hospital 
should receive more serious consideration from the responsible leaders 
of the community than yet appears to have been given to it. There 
is another element in this question of aliens and the poor law 
which deserves notice. According to the official report to which 
we are referring, while the mean number of in-door paupers 
relieved increased so far as England and Wales are concerned, to the 
extent of 784 per cent. between the years 1870-1909, and so far as the 
metropolis is concerned, of 118 per cent., in Whitechapel the increase was 
only 389 per cent. Again, while the mean number of outdoor paupers 
relieved showed a decrease in England and Wales of 268 per cent.; and 
in the metropolis of 426 per cent., in Whitechapel the decrease was as 
much as 79'1 per cent. Taking both the indoor and outdoor paupers, there 
was a decrease in the mean numbers relieved of 10°8 per cent. in 
England and Wales; 3°8 per cent. in the metropolis, and of no less than 
47°3 per cent. in Whitechapel. It must be borne in mind that the period 
covered by these figures includes the years of the Russo-Jewish influx. 


Every impartial observer will see, and readily admit, the force of these 
remarkable statistics.

The report will first deal with the report of a Sub-Committee appointed 

Oetober, 1909, ‘to consider the desirability of modifying the Sabbath 

fyening Service, and will endorse the recommendations contained therein. 
which come within the scope of questions referred to the present Com- 
mittee. These consist for the most part of proposals to render eertain 
portions in English ; Psalm 23 to be read or sung in English. The Report 
then proceeds to the service for Sabbath mornings, which it is recommended 
should be slightly curtailed by a few omissions and the reading of certain 
portions of the liturgy on alternate weeks instead of every week. It is 
further proposed that certain portions be read in English, some of these on 
every Sabbath and some alternately in Hebrew and English—one Sabbath in 
nelish and the following Sabbath in Hebrew, and so on in rotation. These 
alterations and excisions enable the Committee to recommend that the 
ordinary Sabbath service shall begin at 11 a.m.

The New Duma Session. 
Deputy Freedman on the Pale Bill. 

Deputy Freedman has, in an interview with a Press representative, 
revealed the course of action the Jewish deputies will adopt in connection 
with the Pale Bill. M. Freedman stated :— 

“When the Bill is discussed in the Duma for the first time, towards the 
end of October. or the beginning of November, the Jewish deputies will 
demand that it should be sent to the Committee dealing with the Bill for 
inviolability of person. The composition of. that body is very favourable to 
our brethren, and M,. Niselovitch and | hope to obtain seats on the Com- 
mittee as consulting members. In the event of the rejection of our demand, 
the Cadets will nominate us and M, Karavlov (the first deputy to sign. the 
Bill) as their representatives on the special committee. The Bill will remain 
in Committee for a considerable time,as the latter will have fo examine a 


large collection of material in connection with the problem. The Jewish 
deputies will demand, however, the entire abolition of the Pale. M. 


Gutchkoff had no right to state that many deputies who signed the Bilt 
favoured only a partial relaxation. M. Von Anrep was the only one to make

A Jewish Mayor of Durban.

DURBAN. 

At a meeting of the Durban Town Council held on the 6th August, 
Councillor F. C. Hollander, J.P., was unanimously elected Mayor for the 
ensuing vear. Eulogistic speeches with reference to Mr. Hollander were 
delivered by the retiring Mayor and other Councillors. Mr. Hollander is 
thirty-five vears of age. He is a son of the late Mr David Hollander, 
President of the Birmingham Congregation, and grandson of the Rev. M. 
Hollander who, for thirty-five years, was one of its Ministers. Mr. Hollander 
has been in Durban sixteen years and was elected to the Town Council five 
years ago. He was created a Justice of the Peace three-and-a-half years ago, 
and was the youngest Councillor and youngest J.P. in the colony. Mr. 
Hollander was Deputy Mayor for the year 1908-9. He is the President of the 
Durban Hebrew Congregation and has actively identified himself with 
communal affairs for the past fifteen years. He is also prominently connected 
with the Masonic Order, being a Past Master, and was for some years 
Distriet Grand Secretary for Natal. He had the great honour conferred upon 
him of Grand Rank in the Grand Lodge last year. Mr. Hollander is also an 
enthusiastic musician and has for the past twelve years been the Chairman 
of the Durban Festival Choral Society. His year of office will synchronise 


with the opening of the Union Parliament and the visit of the Duke of 


Connaught, and his election to the office has been received with universa! 
approbation and is especially gratifying to the Jewish community.

The White Slave Traffic in Turkey. 
‘From our Correspondent. | 
CONSTANTINOPLE. 
The Chief Rabbi of Turkey has learnt that there live in this city and 
in certain Ottoman ports ignoble individuals who induce young Jewish girls 
from Russia and Galicia to conie to Turkey nnder the pretext of obtaining 


‘employment for them here as teachers, but in’ reality to use them for the 


vilest of purposes. The Chief Rabbi has accordingly addressed a very 
energetic report to the Minister of the Interior giving him the names of the 
individuals in question and of the towns in which they practise their 
infamous trade, and demanding that they shall be punished with the utmost 
severity of the law. The Minister of the Interior has forwarded the report 
to the Director of Public Safety of the Empire with formal orders 
to arrest the criminals, and to have them immediately tried in the courts, 
where they are to, be sentenced to the maximum penalty. Chief Rabbi 
Naboum intends to establish here an Association for the protection of Jewish 
women, as a branch of the one in London. The Hon. Oscar Straus, United 
States Ambassador, on learning of this proposal, congratulated the Chief 


- Rabbi on his praiseworthy idea and placed at his disposal for this purpos

Fires and Storms in Russia. 


The Jewish sufferers of the Mohileff fires have received a terrible blow 
at the hands of the Committee of the local Municipal Fund. In spite of the 
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fact that our coreligionists form an overwhelming majority of the victims 
the Committee have decided to hand over to the Russian sufferers seventy- 
five per cent. of the collections, and to place the rest at the disposal of a 
Jewish committee. This decision was altogether unexpected. It had never 
occurred to anybody that.a distinction would be made between Jews and 
Russians, and Jewish donations flowed into the hands of the Municipal Com- 
mittee from every corner of the Pale. The Liberal Press is unanimous in 
ascribing the decision to the influence of M. Schwartz's “ percentage ” cir- 
culars, which the Russian authorities are everywhere trying to imitate. 
The Mohileff Jewish Committee, in aid of the fire sufferers, have issued 
special appeals, asking that all remittances should be directed to them. 

A conflagration has destroyed three hundred houses and two synagogues 
at Lipkani (Bessarabia), and left 2,000 Jews homeless. 

A hailstorm has destroyed the Jewish tobacco plantations, vineyards, 
orchards and several houses at Resina (Bessarabia). The state of the colony 
is described as hopeless. 

We have received an appeal, written in Russian, on behalf of the 
sufferers from the fire at Mohileff.. The following is a translation :— 

BR&THREN AND (the chief city of a Russian pro- 
vince) was visited last June by a terrible misfortune. Two destructive fires wiped 
out a fifth of the town. Over two thousand wooden structures, which included 
houses, shops, leather and rope factories, perished in the flames together with large 
quantities of movable property. Ten thousand people, of whom Jews form an over- 
whelming majority, lostall they possessed and have been left without bread or shelter. 
The unfortunate sufferers are holding out their hands to receive help: The Com- 
mittee formed in aid of. the affected Jews are doing all in their power to 
help the needy, but, in order to satisfy, even toa small extent, the greatly distressed 
multitude of poverty stricken people, large funds are required. The losses of the 
Jews alone amount toa million-and-a-half roubles, and the Committee are unable, 
with the limited means at their disposal, to satisfy the needs of several thousands of 
poor people who are praying for a crust of bread and a corner where they may. rest 
their weary heads. A dark autumn anda severe winter are in store for the almost 
naked and hungry people who are appealing to the Committee for shelter. The 
funds of the latter are nearly all exhausted. Hasten, dear friends and beloved 
brethren to help unfortunate people. your coreligionists in distress !

Several Jews were included in the list of birthday honours conferred by 
the (Queen of Holland last week. Heer J. J. Belinfante, Director of the 
Netherlands Correspondence Bureau at the Hague, was appointed, Knight of 
the Order of Orange-Nassau, and Heer J. Hartog, a well-known musician in 
Amsterdam, Knight of the Order of the Netherlands Lion. The Silver Medal 
of Honour, attached to the Orange-Nassau Order, was conferred on Heer M. 
Staal, teacher of Hebrew and religion to the Jewish congregation at Eind- 
hoven, and Heer kK. Van Baren, beadle of the congregation at Almelo. 

The death has ocurred at Vienna of Rabbi Dr. Elieser David, who passed 
away on Friday, in his 54th year. The deceased, who was formerly Rabbi 
in Diisseldorf was an excellent teacher and preacher, and acted as 
Inspector of Jewish religious instruction in secondary schools. 

Statistics of cremations in Germany during 1909 show that 4,479 bodies 
were cremated, of which 220 were those of Jews. Among Catholics there 
were only 101 cremations, although the Roman Catholic population is forty- 
eight times greater than the Jewish. The 3,727 cremations of Protestants 
were also proportionately far less than thgse of Jews. 

The German Emperor and the Crown Prince have sent telegrams of 
condolence tothe widow of Privy Councillor Liewe whose death we recorded 
last week. The Emperor's telegram stated that he had learnt of the death 
with the most profound regret. 

The Jewish community of Prague has sustained a severe loss by the 
death of Herr Joseph Sobotka. Born at Horwitz in 1883, he entered his 
father’s business in 1852.) Through his acumen and energy it became one of 
the greatest industrial houses in the Austrian Empire. At a comparatively 
early age, Herr Sobotka was elected member of the Chamber of Commerce at 
Prague, and from 1872-1876 he was » member of the Bohemian Diet. He was 
a Coinmander of the Francis Joseph Ordeér and Knight of the Order of Iron 


Crown. Herr Sobotka also took a lively interest in the various communal 
Jewish institutions. His funeral was attended by, among others, the 


(;overnor of Bohemia.

Frozen Kosher Meat from the Argentine. 


SUCCESS OF THE PROJECT. 

The success of the experiment of the importation of frozen kosher meat 
from the Argentine is now assured. Messrs. Horwitz and Abrahams have 
informed a representative of the JEWISH CHRONICLE that the sale now 
evceeds 80 bulloecks a week. The prejudice against the frozen meat is being 
gradually dispelled, and those retailers who started the sale of the 
Argentine meat have increased their orders. The firm are receiving every 
assistance from the Shechita Board, Consignments are received weekly, and 
the meat is kept in cold storage until required. The butchers are said to be 
delighted with the fine quality of the meat, which compares very favourably 
with the home-killed product. The sale is not confined to the East End - 
there have been numerous enquiries from other parts of London and the 
provinces. The frozen meat is, of course, much cheaper then fresh killed 
meat. The price of forequarters of beet of the Argentine meat wholesale is’ 
3d. a pound, whereas the home-killed beef fetches 5'd. a pound. The 
Shecheta Board is to be congratulated ‘for the encouragement it bas

The Jews in Palestine. 


SPECIAL INTEKVIEW FOR THE JEWISH CHRONICLE WITH 
THE CHIEF RABBI OF TURKEY. 


The question of the Rabbinate of Jerusalem began some time ago again 
to engage the attention of the Jews not only in Turkey but also in Europe. 
| As the Chief Rabbi of Turkey has been criticised 
with reference to the nomination of Rabhi Jacob 
Meir, Chief Rabbi of Salonica, for the post of Rishon 
le Zion and the result of his mission to the Holy 
Land, a representative of the J&WISH CHRONICLE 
was accorded interview. with Chief Rabbi 
Nahoum, in the course of which he referred to 
this thorny subject, and at the same time rendered 
some of the impressions which he gained during his 
pastoral tour. 

Communal! Divisions in Jerusalem. 

Will you be good enough, Reverend Sir, to tell 
me, inthe first place, what was the principal object of 
your journey in Palestine ? asked our representative. 

‘| bad three objects in view: (L) To place myself 
in direct contact with my brethren in that country 
in order to study their moral and economic situation 
and to ascertain their wishes. (2) Toendeavour to find 
a solution of the Rabbinical question in Jerusalem which has been dragging on 
for several years, and has been the cause of many regrettable incidents, (3) To 
establish a solid and sincere bond between the various sister communities 
of the Empire and the one in the capital. You are well aware that every 
community carries on a separate existence, having no relations with its 
sister communities, guided by the utmost indifference and without the least 
union and solidarity.” . 

Before dealing with the Rabbinical question in Jerusalem, will you 
please give me some information on the situation of our coreligionists in the 
Holy City, both from the economic and moral point of view ? 

“ft must commence by saying that Jerusalem is the modern Tower of 
Babel. You meet there Jews from all parts of the globe, speaking different 
languages, following customs which little resemble each other, and living 
in separate groups. The Jews of the Sephardic rite are divided into five 
communities or Kolelim: Moghrebites, Yemenites, Persians, Halebites and 
Bokharans. As for our brethren of the Ashkenazic rite, they are divided 
into twenty-five communities, without taking into account the Peroushim, 
Chassidim and the sub-divisions of these groups. All these twenty-five 
communities are federated in a Council, styled *‘ Vaad Hakolelim.’ ” 

By whom are all these communities administered ? 

“Kvery community has its ecclesiastical chief, its Beth Bin and its 
Communal Couneil. Not only is there no union between them, but, what is 
more unfortunate still, they even live in enmity. Please understand that I 
draw no special distinction between Sephardim and Ashkenazim. The 
situation is bad everywhere. It follows, therefore, that this great Jewish 
community, on account of its numerous divisions and their mutual 
antagonism, does not play an important role, and in its dealings with the 
authorities does not enjoy the consideration that it should: receive, 
chielly because there is not a single head who could worthily represent the 
50,000 or 60,000 Jews in Jerusalem. Every community addresses itself directly 
to the Government when its interests are prejudiced, and it is evident that the 
representations of an unimportant Rabbi without an official title cannot 
have the same weight as those of a Chief Rabbi representing the whole 
te lalee population and invested with certain prerogatives by Impcrial 

‘irman.’

Evils of the Chaluka. 


By whom are the communal needs provided ” 

“Nearly all the communities are dependent on the charity of their 
foreign coreligionists—the Chaluka as it is termed. When generous persons 
in Warsaw, for example, send gifts in money, the ‘ Vaad Hakolelim’ distri- 
butes the amount among Ashkenazim who came from that city. Each Kolel 
(or Congregation) thus generally receives gifts from coreligionists in the 
countries of their origin.” 

I have often heard it said that gross abuses are being continually com- 
mitted in the distribution of the Chaluka, and that the Rabbinical «juestion 
is only raised as a pretext by certain persons who are interested in pre- 
venting order being established in the community ? 

“You are right, but you will readily understand why | did not dwell on 
this subject while I was in Jerusalem. There is no doubt that it is indis- 
pensable to introduce order into the distribution of the Chaluka, which is 
in every case a black plague and an impediment to the raising of the status 
of Palestinian Judaism. Accustomed to live on public charity, the Jewish 
population can only progress with difliculty. To bring about radical reforms 
in the Chaluka would be a difficult task, because you would at once be con- 
fronted with innumerable obstacles that would be raised by thousands of 
persons. The present moment, when anarchy prevails everywhere, is not 
at all propitious for dealing with this intricate question. It can be only 
after we have placed at the head of the community a man who is 
thoroughly honest, and who knows from personal study all the evils from 
which Judaism in Jerusalem suffers, that gradually a satisfactory solution 
may be found.” 

Is it not a fact that fathers who wish to give their sons a modern 
education have been threatened with the loss of their share of the Chaluka, 
their sole means of existence, if they do not withdraw the lads from school 
and send them to a Yeshiba? 

“T am sorry 1 cannot answer this question. I can only repeat that the 
situation is sadder than it is possible to imagine. It is also true that the 


education given is not of much. value.” 


Educational Institutions. 


But do not the Alliance Israélite and the German Hilfsverein maintain 
schools there? 

“When | say that education is of little value, 1 mean in regard to the 
‘number of schools in relation to the population. The Alliance has a school 
for boys and another for girls, admirably administered by Madame Lévy. 
Then there is the large technical school, of which M. Antebi is the Principal. 
1 also visited the elementary and the normal schools of the Hilfsverein, 
and gratefully acknowledge that vast progress has been made. It is only 
after having studied on the spot the decadence of the community that you 
can appreciate at their just value the services which these two important 
institutions render to our brethren in Palestine. The ‘school which par- 
ticularly captivated me was the Bezalel Arts School. I saw there magnificent 
specimens of Jewish renaissance which I immensely admired.”

Reverting to the election of the new Chief Rabbi of Jerusalem, 
steps did you take to settle this question ? 

“T had not long been in Jerusalem before I convinced myself that 
task would be very arduous, having regard to the anarchy, dissensions 4.)

“Tam much obliged to you for having. given me the opportunity to 
explain this matter, which has been the subject of unjustifiable eriticisis in 
certain journals. An election in Jerusalem would have been impossible, 
for the constitution of the communities here in Constantinople could not 
have been applied there.” 

Why not ? 

“The reason is very simple. The law formally stipulates only 
those can vote at the election of a Chief Rabbi, who contribute tow irds his 
salary. And since the Jews in the Holy City, as I have already told you, 
live entirely on public charity and could therefore make bo contrihution to 
the salary, an election by them would be illegal. Failing contributors there 
could not be electors. It was on this account that the election, some years 


ago, of Rabbi Jacob Meir as Chief Rabbi of Jerusalem by a Grand Assembly 


of Notables and Rabbis was invalidated by the Government. Therefore | 
had recourse to the powers given me to nominate a Chief Rabbi ace«) table 
to the majority.”

Salonica, as their Spiritual Chief. Similar expressions of opinion emanated 
from the notables of the town, bankers, merchants, small traders and workmen.

“The only objector was a certain rabbi, who is an irreconcilable 
adversary of Rabbi Meir. By a sentiment of amour propre, which is uite 
comprehensible, the Panigelites did not mention Rabbi Meir, their opponent, 
in their requisition, but you could read his name between the [ines, and 
they gave me full power to nominate the Rabbi whom I thought the most 
suitable and undertook in advance to bow to my decision.

Sir Oliver Lodge on the Old Testament. 


At the Victoria Hall of the Sheftield Weslevan Mission, on Sunday, Sir 
OLIVER LODGE, disecoursing on the Old Testament and its interpretation, 
pointed out that the individual organism in its early stages passed through 
the early stages of its ancestry, and documents written in an early period 
of history were naturally better adapted to children than to adults. It was 
no reproach to say that childish views of the Deity were found in Genesis. 
There was a truth of science and a truth of literature, and if there was any- 
thing to choose from the point of view of enduring acceptance the advantage 
lay with literature. The traths of science were real, but there was nothing 
ultimate about them, and all scientific text-books must ultimately be super- 
seded. Materialistiec sceptics saw and emphasised only one side of things; 
some of their assertions might be true, but their denials were often 


absurd. Perhaps our human organism in the universe might be somewhat 
like a dog in a picture gallery—able to see a few things, but 
blind and deaf to an infinity of others for lack of the proper 


receptive organs. Great parts of the Old Testament were manifestly 
inspired, though, perhaps fortunately, no authoritative definition of inspira- 
tion had yet been given by any Conclave or Church. Whatever inspiration 
meant, it certainly did not mean infallibility, In the Old Testament we 
traced the development of the soul of a people, and, as the Hebrews were 
(he religious leaders of mankind, the development of the soul of the human 
race. ‘lo read those ancient documents with our eyes oa the twentieth 
century Was to misread them hopelessly. There was much cause for blame 
vr surprise in the acts of the Chosen People 3,000 years ago, but our 
posterity 5,000 years hence, reading our history and newspapers, even our 
reli cious Press, might prefer in some respects what they read of those old 
Hebrews. In Genesis we had a beautifully poetic and inspired account of 
the Creation. The parable of the Fall of Man was quite consistent with 
evolutionary seience. A fall often followed a rise. Man, having risen 
and become a living soul, not a mere machine, realised his power of choice. 
Sin then became inevitable. To the Hebrews it was given to associate 
religion and morality for all time. Had we gone very far beyond the Ten 
_ Commandments even now? Nor could we get beyond the Old Testament 
€\planation of existence, the fiat of God. The explanation of suffering was 
‘ouod in the relativity of all things. Good would be unintelligible if there 
were no evil, He was not minimising or condoning sin, but much of sin was 
duc to bad conditions, nearly all man-made. The human race was still in its 
‘fancy, Its palmy days lay in the future, though they would not arrive 
turomatically, A few generations more and some of our terrible man-made 
“‘Us would be gone, and some day the race would reach an earthly paradise 
Where the Divine Kingdom had come and God's will was really done.

anappoiutment for a sitting the fact that he “felt a strong conscientious 
scruple against being represented as one of a colleetion of perfectly uncon- 
verted Jews.” Another model was a Karaite, whom Mr. Hunt found “mare 
tractable than the Talmudic Jews.” At the time of his visit there were only 
nineteen Karaites in Jerusalem, and Mr. Hunt wrote that the orthodox Jews 
had the superstitious belief that whenever a new Karaite arrived one of 
the original Karaites died. Mr. Hunt attempted to attach an identifica- 
tion to several of the rabbis depicted in the picture, but, although the 
composition was very fine, there were one or two curious errors of “local 
colour.” 

The knowledge of the Holy Land and the Jewish people which Mr. Hunt 
acquired on the occasion of this visit to Palestine caused him, at the time 
that Herz! founded the Zionist organisation, warmly to espouse the project. 
Mr. Hunt was very explicit in expressing his view that the Jews were the 
rightful inhabitants of the Holy Land and he advocated purchase from 
Turkey. His views were first outlined in a letter published in our columns 
on February 21st, 1896. | | 

“1 may state here,” he wrote, “that I have lived several years in Syria 
and that | have been intimate with numerous people of vour race. I have 
had many friends among them there as well as here, and Lam convinced of 
the earnestness of the longing which the poor oppressed Israelite feels for 
the re-establishment of his nation in the land of his fathers.” | 


In April, 1896, he further elaborated his views on the subject in an 1 


address to the B'nei: Zion Association. In May he again wrote to us, and 
solemnly declared: “If none of your race will sammon resolution to move. 
in the matter, it can scarcely be a matter of astonishment that the outside 
world should retort * The Jews do not desire Palestine.’”’ In that month he 
attended a dinner of the Maccabwans, which was addressed by Dr. Herzl, 
and Mr. Hunt expressed strong approval of the movement initiated by the 
Zionist leader. He advanced the view that the English Jews should be the 
first to help on the project, and he warned them that it would be wise to 
further it at the beginning rather than risk the movement receiving a check 
later when their power of helping would be diminished. Unfortunately, Mr. 
Hunt's words fell on deaf ears. 

In 1905, when the Aliens Act had passed into law, Mr. Hunt wrote to the 
Times, expressing commiseration with the ‘forlorn and baited exiles,” and 
expressing the hope that the British colonies would still be open to serve 
as an asylum for Jewish refugees from persecution. . This sympathetic | 
attitude he also displayed in a message which -he sent us for 
publication in connection with “Resettlement Day” at the close of 
the same year. He declared that the enfranchisement of the Jews in 
England was in recognition of their ‘“‘absolute trustworthiness as British 
subjects.” He went on to say | 

Recognising their ample loyalty to and laws, it is impossible for us 
to accept any excuses for their persecutiOn by other n&tions or to regard the abomin- 
able cruelties committed bv the Government, officialXof provinces and the soldiers 
of God-forgetting Russia without bitter shame, since tye deeds are done in the name 
of the religion brought to the Gentiles by one of the rag to which the victims belong. 
We must not be satisfied with empty commiserati and sympathy alone for the 


Jewish sutferers; we must join those who are striving to provide.a sure place of y 


refuge for all who can escape from persecution.

THE FAILURE OF LITERARY SOCIETIES. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 

Sik,—As one who is deeply interested in the literary movement, I crave 
the hospitality of your columns to add a few remarks to this correspondence. 

I, too, like your correspgndent Mr. Percy Marks, have the honour to be 
connected in an oflicial capacity with a London literary society, which also 
suffered from “riekets,” and this very badly indeed, but am pleased to say 
that we are now ina very healthy state, and the outlook for the coming 
session is*very bright. | 

In speaking of literary societies one must eliminate those that mas«que- 
rade under the title of “literary,” but which exist almost solely for social 
functions, such as dances, concerts, etc., ete. | 

It seems to be the correct thing to have a Literary Society, ard after 
this is formed it lapses into a state of decay from apathy and lethargy. 
* Rickets " may be right as Mr. Percy Marks terms it, but I should rather 
call it dry rot. In many cases a little energy and real work on the part of 
the Executive would turn what is a failure into a success. If the Committee 
would, in drawing up its syllabus, take into consideration the “quality ” of 
its members and cater for them accordingly; if they would see that each 


individual member was interested in the work and make them each feel a’ 


factor in the workings of the Society—these, respectfully suggest, might 
prove a remedy. | believe that the success of the North London Union, for 
instance, is in a great measure due to the fact that they give their members 
“fare” that is palitable.” 

l'urthermore, generally speaking, the encouragement of intercourse in 
the shape of debates between the various societies, would also, | believe, 
prove of benelit. Here, Lmay ‘incidentally mention, that the Union may do 
something to promote this intercourse between its constituent societies, and 
this may be the means of bringing a little life into these * dead bones.” 


One must admit that the literary section will be in a great minority ; : 


but enough enthusiastic young men and women can be found to justify the 
existence of these Literary Societies. 

I eannot agree with Mr.Percy Marks as to the introduction of the *out- 
side”’element; there is plenty of talent within the fold; and, furthermore, there 


- are in every district ‘‘outside” Literary Societies, with a syllabus which 


covers a very varied area. 

We, this session, have adopted the plan of selecting a chairman from 
our members and on very special occasions outside the Society. 

Your correspondent * Pisgah” facetiously ascribes the demise of one of 
the Societies with which he was connected to the fact that it had as its 
Presidents a lawyer, a doctor, anda clergyman. Well, we are most happy in 
the possession of our minister as President and a doctor as Treasurer and vice- 


President. Further, we have a lawyer and adoctoron ourcommittee, butitis - 


not the professions but the whole-hearted enthusiasm and zeal which these 

gentlemen, in cOmmon with each member of the Executive, throw into their 

work, which has given us the success we now enjoy. I: can with safety 
recommend this * remedy.”

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We must pass over much of incidental value, and ask ourselves what us® 
does Dr. Daiches make of the Jewish names and the names of Jews in th® 
Murashti documents? “Jewish names "and “names of Jews” are not 
coincident, for “ many Jews bore Babylonian and other foreign names.” To 
these names Dr. Daiches devotes the bulk of his essay: his remarks are full 
of original views which will be found of the utmost value to specialists. 
What we ask is: what does this survey teach to us of the social position and 
the religious life of the Jews in Babylonia at the period referred to (the 
fifth century B.c.k.)? The Jews “owned land and possessed, capital,” they 


| Were commercially active, some were collectors of rent, others were royal 


officials, there was one “ who is over the birds of the king” Darius II. Very 
interesting is the fact that no Jews were scribes. This confirms my opinion 
that the Jews did not use the cuneiform script. While, however, in Egypt 
there was in a sense a ghetto at this date, “in the Murashii documents we 
find no trace of separatism. Babylonian, Persian, and Jew lived peacefully 
together. The Jews in Babylonia were then what we should call to-day 
entirely emancipated. They were free citizens in a free land.” 

But what of the religious life of the Jews? The Murashiti tablets give 
us no direct information. “ They are silent as to the religious institutions 
of the Jews of those times. And still they enable us to form an opinion 
about the religious (and even national) life of contemporaries of Ezra and 
Nehemiah.” For they “speak to us through their names.” “ My Lord is 
Tah (3993), is good” (4°29), * lah is wonderful" (W825), lah is my 
power" (3°'F), and so forth—these names show that their God was the God 
of their fathers—lIah. “In Him they believed and trusted.” Others of 
their names show again and again their belief in the mercy of God, and 
their confidence in the coming return to Palestine. The names correspond 
to the substance of nine out of the fifteen * Psalms of ascents ” (NYA VL), 
the “ songs of the homeward marches ” as Ewald called them. Perhaps Dr. 
Daiches is here on debateable ground, but he puts it with brilliant originality 
when he writes: “ What the Divine singer expressed in a psalm, the 
ordinary Jew expressed in d name. His was a living song: his child.” 

An allied subject of first-rate importance is discussed in our next 
citation | 

What about religious practices ’- There are two names which might also give us 
an answer to this question, These are the names *ASY and ‘3%. These names were 
also formed during the exile. They seem to show that their bearers kept the Sabbath 
days (cf: also Isaiah Ivi., 61%, Iviii., 13) and festivals (cf also Ezra, iii., 4, vi., 
Nen, vii. Lot). The Sabbath-day and the festival became, perhaps, even dearer to 
them on the alien soil, as so many sweet and sacred reminiscences from olden times 
were associated with thease days, and they, no doubt, celebrated them with great 
devotion And when achild was born on that day there was nothing more natural 
than to formn an inseparable link between the child and tne sacred day. Itis no 
wonder, therefore, that at least tiveoutof the seventy Nippur names were called *Fxdv". 
(Shabbethai). And if they kept the Sabbath-day and the festivals, they no doubt 
fulfilled many other commandments. 

Dr. Daiches is.a little hard, I think, on the Egyptian Jews of the same 
date. Their condition, as shown by the Assuan papyri, was one of consider- 
able prosperity and wealth. As Mr. Cowley says: * There was no religious 
intolerance.” They ‘' were worshippers of Yahveh and of no other deity.” 
And if we apply to the papyri the same test (of nomenclature) that Dr. 
Daiches applies to the Marashu tablets, we find that * their names are com- 
pounded with those of Yahveh quite as much as the names of the orthodox 
Jews who returned to Palestine from the captivity.” We could.draw a 
striking picture of the fidelity and hopes of the Jews of Syene if we followed 
the same lines as-Dr. Daiches’s with regard to the Jews of Nippur. | 

It was mentioned above that many incidental points were being passed 
over in this summary of Dr. Daiches’s main conclusions. There is one such 
point, however, which is too good to omit. It concerns the patriarch 
Abraham. This must be our final quotation: 

That in the time of Abraham many Western Semites lived in Babylonia is now: 
a well-established fact. There is no doubt that those Western Semites included 
Hebrews. | believe that the family of Abraham originally came to Babylonia 
from Canaan, so that Abraham afterwards returned to the native land of 
his ancestors. It may be that there is a reason for the fact that Gen. xi., 28 
speaking of Haran, the son of Terah, especially mentions “in the land of his birth 
Ur of the Chaldees,” and that Genesis xii., | points out that Ur ofthe Chaldees was 
the birthplaceof Abraham, and that reason may be this—only the children of Terah 
were born in that country, Terah himself having migrated to Babylonia from Canaan. 
This might also explain why Abraham was called. “* the Hebrew ” (Genesis xiv., 15). 

It was known that Abraham, although coming from Babylonia, was a Hebrew. 

It will be seen that Dr. Daiches has given us a first-rate contribution to 
the history of the Jews in Babylonia at various ages, particularly of the 
period of the Exile. His ‘already high reputation will be measurably 
increased by his latest work. | 

Dr. Neumark’s * Jewish Philosophy.” 


On the. fifteenth of the current month Georg Reimer, of Berlin, will 
issue the first half of the second volume of the History of Jewish Philosophy 
(* Geschichte der jidischen Philosophie des Mittelalters’”’), by Dr. David 
Neumark, Professor of Philosophy in the Hebrew Union College, Cincinnati. 
It is noteworthy that from this same institution there have come two of the 
most important German works. of recent years: Dr. Kohler’s “ Jewish 
Theology and Dr. Neumark’s “ Jewish Philosophy.” 

The forthcoming volume of the latter work is devoted to the influence of 
Greco-Jewish literature on the medieval thought of the synagogue. Much 
of the book is devoted to Plato; more to Philo, whose system is analysed 
in a thorough manner, with especial reference on the one hand back to his 
predecessors, and on the other hand forward to his medizeval influence. 

The book, though part of a great work, (it is the second of five volumes), 
is an independent whole. It is dedicated to Mr. Bernard Bettmann, Honorary 
President of the Board of Governors of the Hebrew Union College. Mr. 
Bettmann’s services to the institution have been long and considerable, and 
Dr. Neumark’s appreciation is well deserved. The tirst volume was so good 
that the second will be awaited with the keenest interest. I, A. 

A volume of sermons, entitled “The Oral Law,” by the Rev. Dayan 
Hyamson, is in the Press and will shortly be published by D. Nutt. It 
includes addresses for all the festivals and homilies on various aspects of 
Torah, Avoduh and Gemiluth Chassidim.

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The Administration of the Aliens Act. 


The Immigration Board for the Port of London met on Wednesday at 
Great Tower Street for the purpose of hearing three appeals, all of which 
were eventually dismissed. There were present Mr. A. O. Goodrich, J.P., 
L.C.C., who presided, Mr. W. T. Evans, and Mr. Alphonse D. Joseph. 

The first appellent was ApOLF KOLB, a German, who came here to seek 
employment. He had been in London on a previous occasion, but returned 
to Germany in order to serve his termin the army. He spoke English and 
described himself as a book-keeper. He gave the address of an uncle, 
who, however, informed the Inquiry Officer that he was not in. a position to 
look after his nephew, nor would he desire to if he were. 
forward on Kolb’s behalf 

The next unsuccessful appellant was LOUIS GREENBERG, who had come 
from Paris. He was a native of Russia, and had been resident in the United 
States for cleven vears. He spoke English fluently. On the 11th of last month 
Greenberg had arrived at Southampton from America and came to London 
where he only stayed one night. He then proceeded to Paris to join a friend ata 
university there with the intention of learning the French language and to 
study engineering. His friend, however, craduated a few days atter Green- 
berg’s arrival and left for Russia. Being without any other friends or 


No witness came 


acquaintances, and knowing nothing of the French language, he decided to | 


return to America. Not having sufficient money, however, for the purpose, 
he desired to stay in London and lodge with a Mr. Sussman, with whom he 
had stayed the last time he was here. In the meantime he had written to a 
brother-in-law.in America to send hima ticket. Enquiries were made and 
it was ascertained that Mr. Sussman did not expect Greenberg. 

Asked what he possessed, Greenberg said that he had £1 10s., which he 
thought sufficient for his needs until the ticket arrived to take him back to 
America. Apart from Mr. Sussman he had no relatives or friends in this 
country ; no witnesses consequently came forth on his behalf. 

The last appellant, GODDIL WEISMANN, described himself as a carpenter 


and a native of Russia. He produced the same name and address as 
did the previous appellant, and also desired to go to America. He 
left Russia, he said, to seek employment, the town where he lived 
having been practically devastated by fire. His wife and four 
children he left behind in his native town. Asked why he came to 


London if his ultimate object was to go to America, Weismann replied 
that a relative had promised to send him a ticket to America if he wrote 
to him from London. He knew a Landsmann here, but did not know his exact 
whereabouts. In answer to a further question, he said that he had no offer 
of employment. 

The appeal was dismissed on economic grounds. 


Aliens and the Poor Law. 


— 


The report of the Guardians of the Whitechapel Union contains a 
chapter dealing with foreign paupers. A table is given from which it 
appears that last year 17 Russians received indoor relief and 439 outdoor 
relief. Of the later number, however, 426 received medical relief only. 

[tis also stated that relief was granted to 31 persons of unsound mind, 
of whom 10 were not sent to lunatic or imbecile asylums, and 21 were, though 
the latter were ‘not otherwise relieved. The total number of Russians in 
receipt of poor law relief was 667. In addition, 52 Russian children were 
relieved, as well as 429 English-born children of Russians. . In the previous 
year the total number of Russians in receipt of poor law relief was 708, 
there being a reduction Jast year, therefore, of 41. A similar diminution 
was shown in the case of the Russian children, the decline being 29. In the 
case of the English-born children of Russians there was an increase of 11— 
from 418 in 1908 to 429 in 1909. | 

In 1907, it is worth noting, the total number of Russians in receipt of 
poor law relief was 777; the Russian children relieved numbered 169: and 
the Eoglish-born children of Russians relieved totalled 431. 


There has thus, taking adults and children together, been a steady 


decrease in the amount of poor law relief granted to Russians by the 
Whitechapel Union, viz., 1907, 1,377 ; 1908, 1,207 ; 1909, 1,148. 

It is interesting, too, to observe from the report before us that the mean 
number of indoor paupers (inclusive of vagrants) relieved in England and 
Wales showed an increase in 1900 as compared with 1870 of 78-4 percent. In 
the metropolis the increase was 118 per cent. ; whereas in Whitechapel the 
increase was only 389 per cent. 

In the case of the outdoor paupers the mean numbers relieved showed a 


In 
the Metropolis the decrease was 426 per cent ; and in Whitechapel 791 per 
cent. 


Taking both the indoor and outdoor paupers, the mean numbers 
relieved showed a decrease in England Wales of 10°8 per cent., in the 
Metropolis of 3°S per cent., and in Whitechapel of 47-3 per cent. 

The expenditure upon indoor relief in the period referred to, in England 
and Wales showed an increase of 120°6 per cent., in the Metropolis an increase 
of 1024 per cent., and in Whitechapel one of 102 6 per cent. 

The expenditure upon out-door relief showed a decrease in England and 
Wales of 64 per cent.; in the metropolis of 255 per cent; and in White- 
chapel of 90°9 per cent., or, excluding the cost of boarded-out children (£339), 
the decrease of expenditure in out-relief in Whitechapel will be found to be 
‘6 per cent. The report makes sympathetic reference to the death of 


Alderman John Harris, and refers also to the assistance rendered bv the

South Africa, and several other countries , there are 
men, and in some cases women, working for the 
JEWISH CHRONICLE and sending in regular budvets 
ofnews. Some of these correspondents do not write 
English, and practically every week news which 
arrives in German, Russian, or French has to be 
translated before it can be published in the paper. 

The JEWISH CHRONICLE relies also, to a very 
considerable extent on voluntar\ correspondents, 
who send in news gratuitously, anxious that the 
doings of institutions or communities in which 
they are interested shall be duly recorded. 

Then there are those very important people, the 
reporters. Here in London, Jews s aré very interested 
in communal happenings and in the sayings of com- 
munal personalities. Sothe Jewisu CunoxicLe 
itsrepresentatives t« » publie gatherings and meeting 
to take down in shorthand what is said: and 
account of the function is “written up” for 


an 
the 


paper. The Editor has to keep his eyes open to see 
that no meeting is missed. Sometimes several! 


meetings are held at the same time, and then the 
resources of the reporting-stall are taxed to the 


utmost, oecasionally outside: help having to be 
enlisted. Often speeches are delivered in a foreign 
language. Thus, when Herr Wollisohn, the Zionist 


leader, addresses a meeting in London, he speaks ' n 
German. It is no light feat for an English reporter 
to take down such a speech in shorthand. 

The Editor or his assistants have to read. all 
the newspapers carefully in order to glean any news 
ne to the Jews. The otlice files remind one of 

a public library. But it is quite impossible to watch 
the columns of every newspaper, ind so feliauice is 
placed on the services of news-cutting agencies. 
which send in clippings of everything that appears 
in the English and foreign Press relative to the Jews. 

Attention has also to be paid. to the presence 
in London of distinguished Jewish visitors, and a 
representative of the JEWISH CHRONICLE has al LVS 
to be in readiness to go out to interview people of 
importance, and elicit their views on questions of 
the day. 

But besides news, the Jewish CHRONICLE also 
publishes other matter. Books are sent in for 
review, and these have to be forwarded to competent 
writers to give a description or a criticism of their 
contents. Kepresentatives are sent to plays and 
concerts of Jewish interest, and write about them 
in the “*Musie and Drama” column. Other repre- 
sentatives compile matter for the * Sports and Pas- 
times” column, another looks out for interesting 
utterances, which find their way into the paper 
under the heading of “Culled.” There are several 
other minor duties in the gathering of material for 
the paper.
